foreign languages, and has a host of imitators. Born 
in Latvia, Mr. Halsman lived in Paris most of his 
life, and left there just one day before it fell to the 
Germans. He arrived here in 1910 with a hand bag 
containing a big twin-lens reflex camera and a shirt. 
With this minimum equipment, no assignments, a 
wife and two small children, a ready command of 
five languages——but not English —Mr. Halsman 
nevertheless managed by the end of two years to 
have his own studio and more assignments than he 
could ace ept He is against sper ialization, because it 
makes the work of a photographer monotonous 


therefore he specializes in all fields. 


Ri Howard, who did the sketches 
for Summertime \otebook, page 32, was born in 
West \ irginia, but had his measles, mumps, grow 
ing pains, and education in Philadelphia. Despite 
the depression, his savings account grew large 
enough to finance a trip to New York, and an art 
career. Just as his money was giving out, a de part- 
ment store put him on its payroll, and he did 
sketches for advertisements and posters. Then came 
a turn in the Army. This held one bright spot for 
him since several of his pen and inks, and water 
colors, were selected for an art exhibit that traveled 
all over the British Isles, and was shown in the Na 
tional Gallery in London. Now back in New York, 
Ric does commercial art, but is experimenting with 
gouache painting, and feels it is a wonderful outlet 
he can try new techniques, and not worry about how 
his work will reproduce. His life has only one flaw

We the Duke Russells drew up the plans for their new house they were as con 


cerned with color as they were with building materials. They didn’t wait until 
they were in the slipcover and curtain stage to think about color schemes, but set the 
mood for their fresh color palette right at their front door. The clear, peony-pink 
of the door is repeated in the bedroom ceiling. kitchen walls, place mats, and as 
an accent throughout the house, and even on the patio.

|: housing shortage, like death and taxes, is still with us. For those who 


haven't looked for an apartment lately it may seem that with all the acres of 
sprawling new developments, there should be no lack of space—but there is! 
Bruce and Sue Bradley could find plenty of apartments renting for one hundred 
dollars a month, but that was altogether out of their reach. After looking for 
weeks they found a dreary cubbyhole in a basement. The tiny spaces had for- 
merly comprised a doctor's office, but the doctor wisely had long since departed 
to cheerier quarters, and the place had been in a sad state of disuse for years.

Summer“is a short season, but while it's here we all pay tribute to

igh time to change 


odern woman's dilemma is currently the favorite 
topic of balding, bespectacled gentlemen lecturers at ladies’ clubs, 
of earnest professors who are asked to speak a few words to the 
class of °45, and of quite a few muscular writers of the sock "em and 
shock ’em school of journalism. No one is altogether clear about 
this dilemma, no one is prepared to define it exactly, but everyone 
agrees that modern woman certainly has it—whatever it may be- 
and especially loud in agreement is modern woman herself, 
Since she says she has a dilemma. we might as well listen. Her 
chief complaint seems to be that her life lacks continuity, that it 
is divided up in sections that seem to have little relationship to 
one another, First, she gets a fine education. She goes to high school 
and often to college. She studies the things her brother studies: 
physics, calculus, biology, history, economics. Then she graduates 
and often with honors. Next she tackles the work-a-day world 
where, nine times out of ten, she acquits herself well. Just as her 
job-life is really looking up she falls in love and gets married. At 
this point she usually vacates the office to become a homemaker. If 
she continues to work for a while after marriage, she almost always 
resigns when she has a baby. Mothers are difficult and expensive 


to replace in the home.

~* now our college graduate, who was doing so well at the micro- 
scope or the typewriter and who once earned two raises in a year 
and had actually risen to a junior executive position, is occupied 
with diapers and formulas and vacuum cleaners and recipes. For a 
while this new life is all-absorbing: learning to run a house, choos- 
ing fabrics for curtains and slipcovers, buying furniture, and ex- 
perimenting in the kitchen and laundry keep her days full. And 
babies are demanding. There seems little time for anything else, 
but one fine day—and not so long after the honeymoon, either—our 
heroine suddenly opens her eyes and finds that she has a dilemma. 
She is bored. She loves her husband, she loves her child, she loves 
her home—but something is wrong. Someone suggests, or perhaps 
she herself decides, that what she needs is a change. Now most of 
us think of change in physical terms: a change of scene, a different 
arrangement of furniture in the living room, a change of hair style. 
And, naturally, it’s a good idea to make such changes in ourselves 


and in our surroundings—from time to time to break up a set pat- 





tern, to relieve the tedium of the too familiar. But our modern 
heroine frequently finds that new slipcovers and a lipstick in a dif- 
ferent shade do not solve her problem. The trouble is that while she 


has altered the external shape of her life and of the things that sur- 


your mind 


round her, she is still the same within herself. And that’s where 
her dilemma is likely to be rooted. 

Think of your young married friends and think, too, of your- 
self and your husband. Can you find a pattern of dullness and 
routine, of lack of growth in your lives? Do you see the same 
couples week in and week out? Play bridge one evening, go to the 
movies another, always drive to Mother's on Sunday? When Bill 
comes home at night does he tell you the latest about Jim, his rival 
at the office, and what the boss said today? Do you listen politely 
and then regale him with complaints about the faucet that drips in 
the bathroom and how unmanageable small Billy is becoming? 
After this time-worn conversational gambit, is the big question 
“What-shall-we-do-this-evening: visit the same old bunch, see a 
movie, or play gin?” If you stay home, are you and your husband 
falling into the rut of worrying over your budget. instead of think- 
ing clearly and constructively about it? Or worse yet, do you lapse 
into frequent bickering out of sheer boredom? 

These are danger signals and if you recognize any of them as 
applying to you, a change is indeed recommended, but a change of 
mind and outlook and purpose rather than of scenery or setting. 

Granted, it is more difficult for a woman, than for a man, to 
keep her life all of a piece. No one should minimize the demands 
made on the young woman who has a home and small children to 
take care of. She’s busy and no mistake. But is it actually true, as 
she sometimes convinces herself, that she hasn't time to read or to 
keep up with the interests she had at college or at the office? Isn't 
it self-discipline she lacks—rather than time? In school and in the 
business world there were superiors to supervise her work, to criti 
cize her, and to see that she kept up to scratch. Now she is her 
own boss, and that is a much more exacting job. Unless she de- 
mands as much of herself as an outside, objective boss would, her 
world and her interests will undoubtedly dwindle. She may stop 
seeing friends who live at a little distance: there are always good 
alibis—the baby, the marketing. She may stop going to art shows, 
taking books from the library, buying new records for her col- 
lection. In the morning, she glances at the newspaper in a per- 


functory way, telling herself she'll read the Sunday paper to catch 


up on the week’s happenings. But when Sunday comes, her young- 











est has the sniffles and she doesn’t find time for more than the 
society news. Soon she is living in a narrow, domestic world, a di 
minished person with far less than she should have to offer her 
husband, her friends, and her children. 

The makings of a rut, of a small dull world, are present in all of 
our lives. But we needn't let the hectic years of launching a family 
isolate us from the outside interests and intellectual pleasures of 
the lives we led before marriage. Family life can be richer than 
any we have known, and it’s quite possible, as many young wives 
have shown, to keep alive and alert even during the years when 


the nursery is full of obstreperous young. 


A. a small start—and to overcome our initial inertia and form 
new habits, it’s wise to start in small wavys—every single one of 
us can read the morning papers, editorials as well as headlines, 
even if beds must wait and the laundry lie in the hamper for the 
time being. The world’s news makes far better dinner table conver 
sation with one’s husband than the trivia of what the butcher said 
and how much butter costs. It’s because women permit themselves 





to lose touch with general interests that a get-together of young 
married people so often divides itself in two groups, the men in 
one corner talking golf and business, the girls in another, endlessly 
discussing sitters and reducing diets. After a day at home with 
housework and children for company, a woman needs the stimula- 
tion of adult conversation—which is quite different from wife-to- 
wife chatter—and she can have it with her husband and with her 
friends’ husbands, and with other women, too, if she makes a slight 
effort to keep informed and interesting. Men take their social cues 
from women: they'll talk shop together if the girls do. or welcome 
general conversation if the women are stimulating and able to make 
a contribution of their own. 

When we change our attitude, we find myriad possibilities for 
a fuller life. Even if we are quite thoroughly tied to the house we're 
not cut off from the outer world as women used to be. If we use 
the radio to listen to soap operas only, that’s because we are lazy 
and lackadaisical. Sunday is a good time to study the week's pro-

] hen Jane and I told people we were going to have a house raising, most of them 
looked at us as if they thought we ought to be under the care of a psychiatrist. 
Who ever heard of a house raising in the past hundred years? What an idea! 

Still, why couldn't it be done? In Lancaster county the Amish still have barn raisings 
one of which Jane and | had been lucky enough to attend. If they could put up a 
mammoth barn with the help of neighbors, why couldn't we frame a house? We had 
the land, credit of sorts with the lumber yards, and not much else. We needed a house 
desperately, and since | knew something about using carpenters’ tools, | thought | 
might be able to build most of it myself. Why not start with a house raising? I went 
ahead and ordered lumber and beer, while Jane bought a pig and started a barbecue. 
Then we rushed around frantically, cutting down trees, and getting everything ready 
so that the house raising could go ahead on the date set. We had no cement mixer, so we 
had to have the concrete foundation laid by professionals 

We invited about forty friends and neighbors, and over sixty people came, worked 
hard all day. and accomplished an amazing amount during that time. In fact, what they 
did in one day would have taken me half the summer, working by myself. Besides, w 
had a party we'll talk about for years and years. 

I don't think there are very many communities 
where you couldn't get up a house raising. After all, 
framing is rough work, and doesn't require much skill 
You'd be surprised how many people can use a saw 
and hammer. Those who can’t still find plenty of ways 
to help: carrying lumber, holding studs in place while 
they're being nailed, marking out the position of joists 


and rafters, or doing [Continued on the next page |

Twin houses fill twin needs 


How the Hudson families got a home apiece 


i we Hudson brothers, Tom and Allan, are going to the Uni- 
versity at Berkeley, California, courtesy of the G. 1. Bill—but 
that courtesy doesn’t extend to providing decent living quarters 
for a pair of veterans, each with a wife and child. They lived in 
a crowded housing project, commuted an hour each way to school, 
and dreamed of owning their own homes. But the Hudson boys 
aren't given to just dreaming. They found a fair-sized lot (94 x 
120”) which was reasonably priced because it was on a steep slop« 
and at the corner of a busy intersection. This suited them fine; 
the University was only eight blocks away, and a bus ran on one 
of the streets. Next came the problem of houses. Quite a problem, 
too, building two houses which would fit the lot, fit their budgets, 
and not be on top of each other. Henry Hill, of San Francisco, 
helped them lick this one. He planned houses calling for a total 
ost on the easy side of $10,000 each. The twin plans provided all 
the space needed, sufficient privacy to protect either brother if the 


other wanted to sell and move, an enclosed communal play area 


for the children, and privacy from the busy streets. Construction 





was of the simplest, but never skimpy. The houses are insulated 


throughout. Total cost for cach house was approximately $8000,

They considered the topic too grisly 
for words and wouldn't have felt prope rly female if they had been 
able to discuss dear George's demise. and his financial arrangements 
in case it might be untimely, without swooning or weeping Today, 
women are more realistic and young families plan their life insurance 
in a practic al way together—with a glad eve to a long life and happy 
retirement as well as a weather eye to provident provision for any 
misfortune that may overtake them 
Life insurance is an integral part of the budget of four out 
of five American families, so it is likely that your family has a life 
insurance program or is planning to start one. In other words, your 
question is not whether, but how, to buy insurance, so that you'll get 
the most protection for your children and the greatest old age se- 
curity for yourselves. During World War I, all G.1.’s were given a 
chance to buy term policies at low rates. This made them aware of 
insurance at an early age, and may in part be responsible for the 
fact that more young families than ever before are adequately in- 


sured, while some are actually overinsured. 


r 

[ he questions of interest to your family are who should be 
insured, how much insurance you should carry, and what kind of 
policies you should buy. As the money-earner, a husband needs 
enough insurance to give his children and wife some capital in case 
of his death. In some families, where the wife also contributes sub- 
stantially to the family income, she, too, needs to be insured. In some, 
she is insured even if she doesn’t work outside of the home. In fact, 
ten per cent of all buyers of life insurance are housewives; but a wife 
should not be insured until her husband is able to carry an adequate 
amount on his own life: after that it’s wise to cover the possible loss 
of her services as a homemaker. (Might as well face it, a widower 
with small children and a housekeeper’s salary to pay has an eco- 
nomic problem, too.) 


Many families take out small poli ies in their children’s 


names with the idea of inculcating thrift, and taking advantage of the 


low premium rates that rule in the early years. Such policies on chil- 


dren, as a matter of fact, total more than $15 billion in face value 

Generally, however, parents buy policies on their own lives 
to provide for college education for their youngsters. 

You can carry a “whole life polic y” which guarantees the 
funds for college if the family head is not living to provide them: or 
you can take the endowment kind which provides the funds whether 
or not you are here. And in both cases, the polic ies can be arranged 
to pay off in monthly income for the forty school months of the four 


years, with tuition money at the start of each semester. 


Besides protection for your dependents, you will undoubt 
edly want to provide moderate security for yourselves in the future 
when your children are grown and you reach retirement age—or ap- 
proach it. More and more people today are providing for that time 
by buying “retirement income policies” which provide regular in- 
come for a number of years or for life. Other forms of these policies 
provide a fund for the purchase—say at age 65—of an annuity in- 
come which, combined with Social Security benefits, can mean, at 
moderate cost today, freedom from dependence, worry, and want 


in the later tomorrow.

The next question about life insurance is How Much? 
There are no fixed rules. It depends on how much you earn, and on 
what you want your life insurance to do for you—how much protec- 
tion you need now, and how much future income you hope to pro- 
vide from insurance. Don’t just guess at figures and costs. First esti- 
mate how much income your family will need in case of the death of 
the provider, and for how long that income should continue. This 
will give you a gauge as to the amount you need to invest in basic 
life insurance policies. 

Then list the amount of retirement income you think it’s 
necessary to accumulate for yourselves through life insurance. This 
will determine the types of policies you should carry 

Now, figure out what percentage of your income you can 
reasonably spare to support and continue this plan. This will take

here are few things in the world more irresistibly compelling to human 
beings than an untouched surface. The doodlings of diners on restaurant 
tablecloths, the imprints made by delighted children in newly fallen snow, 
the scrawls of boys on back fences, the prim pencil patterns made by even 
the most orderly people as they talk on the telephone are all manifestations, 
psychiatrists tell us, of a universal inner urge to make oneself felt, to give 
vent, constructively or destructively, to impulses that demand release. 

When, however, you and I, or bad boys or innocent children, leave our 
marks on available surfaces, the results are rarely of interest to anyone but 
a psychiatrist. When a sensitive and skilled artist doodles, the results are 
among the most fascinating of all art expressions. In the first place, a good 
artist would have as much difficulty trying to keep expression and beauty 
out of his most casual lines as an English professor would have ignoring the 
rules of grammar in his speech. In the second place, an artist's doodles give 
us rare and revealing insight into the innermost, “unedited” reactions of a 
creative personality whose eyes and emotions, because he is an artist, react 
to images and sensations the rest of us are likely to miss. 

Current interest in psychiatry, then, would partly account for the con- 
stantly growing taste for drawings among art collectors. There are, how- 
ever, other reasons, and they indicate, perhaps, why so much of the new 
taste for drawings is centered among young collectors. It is possible that 
even if they could afford them, the new young art enthusiasts would be less 
interested than were the collectors of the past in pictures that are physically 
impressive and obviously expensive. They live in smaller quarters, where 


a more modest work of art will not be lost.

he one of those people who like to cook, so long as it doesn’t require too much 
time, effort, or money. Fortunately, this isn’t as difficult as it sounds. All it takes 
is a few failure-proof recipes and a natural reluctance for doing things the hard way.

Actually, she'd have 
been less surprised by the “contraption” on which Jane is reclining than by 
the fact that other “contraptions” have helped Jane finish her laundry—wash- 
ing, drying, ironing (except for a few hand things which she will do tomorrow), 
in one morning. Besides, she has had time to do her regular household chores. 
Some of Jane’s less-informed friends might also be surprised at her light- 
fingered and light-hearted disposal of the family wash. For Jane is no lick- 
and-a-promise laundress. Her sheets are ironed smooth as silk; her bath towels 
are fluffy and, according to her husband, she does his shirts better than 
the laundry. But let’s be truthful about it, Jane is not typical. She has more 
top-notch equipment than many of us, and she knows how to use it all. She's 
worked out a household routine that makes it possible for her to do other jobs 
while the clothes are in the automatic washer and dryer. She's boned up on 
the quickest and least fatiguing ways to iron, and she religiously follows 
the rules. Yes, Jane is an exception. And so is any woman who is still break- 
ing her back over the washboard. But somewhere in between there is the typical 
young homemaker who easily could be like Jane if she put her mind to it.

DO AWAY WITH GARDEN 
BUGS AND BLIGHTS 


insects that will injure the plants, and probably an occasional disease which, while 
it may not be too serious from the plant health standpoint, is at least disfiguring. 
Fortunately a few simple materials, properly chosen and promptly applied, will 


keep these enemies under control in nearly every case. So let’s take a look at some 


~N highly important facts—first, about the bugs. 
yp There are two general classes of plant insect pests: those which actually bite off 
ys 


and swallow parts of the plants; and those which suck out the vital juices on which 
the life of plants depends. A leaf-eating « aterpillar Is an example of the former, and 
an aphid of the latter. If it’s a chewer you're after, you apply to the plant some kind 
of poison which he will swallow every time he takes a bite. Should your trouble be 
a sucking pest, you spray or dust with something that will choke him or kill by 
external contact. 

In the old days, the standard internal insecticides were arsenate of lead and Paris 
green, both deadly poisons and as effective now as ever. For sucking insects, the old 


reliables were nicotine sulfate and lime sulfur—still standard remedies. More 





recently, however, other chemicals such as rotenone, pyrethrum, and DDT have 
broadened the whole control field, and various combinations have been evolved so 
that a single mixture can be bought which will take care of both kinds of bug. These 
double-purpose allies are manufactured under trade names and most garden supply 
stores carry several of them; Red Arrow and Greentox are two names you might 
look for, among others. It really does not make much difference which one you get, 
as long as you specify that you want it for both chewing and sucking insects. But 
don’t let the salesman persuade you that DDT alone will solve all your problems, 
for there are a good many question marks in that highly publicized cure-all. 
The common plant diseases are either fungus or bacterial in character. A 
few of the common ones are mildew, black spot (on roses), and a variety of 
rusts (yellow or brownish spots, usually in the form of tiny raised lumps). 
Here, again, the control picture has changed somewhat from the time when 
Bordeaux mixture and dusting sulfur were the leading materials. Dust- 
ing sulfur is still a good chemical to be kept on hand for combating the 


powdery mildew which so often lays a gray coating over the leaves of lilacs, 


a phlox, and some roses. Except for such special cases. though, you can cope

with many of the common plant diseases by using the standard modern all-purpose dusts 


or sprays, such as Acme and Pyrox, which will also take care of most of the bugs that 
may be around the plants. The best single bet, probably, for control of diseases as well 
as insects in the rose garden is Triogen. 

Most of the foregoing materials can be applied as either sprays or dusts, whichever you 
prefer. There is little to choose between these two forms from the standpoint of effective- 
ness, but the dusts, because they need no preparatory mixing and are less messy to handle, 
are preferred by an increasing number of gardeners. In either case, the equipment neces- 
sary for application need not be complicated or expensive, unless you are gardening on 
a large scale. An ordinary spray gun will do the job for the liquid preparations in a little 
garden, and a small dust gun will handle the powder forms. Every garden supply store 
has both kinds of implements in a variety of types and sizes. 

Whatever you do, remember that virtually all garden insect and disease remedies can 
be harmful to people and animals, and some of them are deadly poisons. Consequently, 
follow the manufacturer’s instructions to the letter, and under no circumstances leave any 
of the stuff where children or pets could get at it. And don’t work on the theory that if 
the recommended strength is good, twice that strength would be better. Experiments of 
that kind might kill bugs quicker, but there’s a better chance that they would injure the 
plants—so that the operation is successful but the patient dies. 

The insects which are sketched on these pages are among the most common, and they 
also exemplify the two basic types we have been talking about: the chewers and the 
suckers, both equally proficient marauders. 

How are you going to tell if your plants are in trouble, and if so, from what? In the 
first place, learn to keep your eyes open for leaves that don’t look right. If pieces have 
been bitten out of them, a chewing insect is the culprit; hunt until you find him (or more 
often, them). If leaves are speckled with tiny abnormal spots, or are losing their normal 
color despite the fact that the weather has been favorable and the plants have made 
healthy strides, sucking insects are frequently the reason. Diseases, with the exception of 
the grayish “bloom” which is the mark of powdery mildew, are more difficult to spot 
and diagnose; often the trouble shows first on the foliage, and your procedure will be to 
spray or dust thoroughly, and to keep watch for several days. 

Whether it’s bug or blight, by all means go into action at the first sign of something 
wrong, for both insects and diseases can spread amazingly fast once they get started. 
Actually, you will probably save yourself and your plants a lot of trouble if you make a 
practice of treating them with an all-purpose spray or dust every ten days or so through- 
out the growing season, just as a precaution. 

Finally, unless you are a very casual sort of gardener, by all means provide yourself 
with a book that has a sizable section on the symptoms, identification, and control of 
insects and diseases. Ultimately you will learn by experience to recognize most of them, 
but you will reach that stage far more quickly and easily with the aid of one of the 
practical handbooks the better bookshops carry in stock these days.

BEWARE OF SKIN-DEEP BEAUTY!

| you're the female of the species, the chances are you're reading 
this as you sit on a nice, soft sofa with your feet tucked up under 
you, or stretched out with a cushion under your head. If you are 
male, you are probably slouched in an easy chair with your weight 
neatly resting on that calloused vertebra about halfway up your back. 
That's how people like to sit—surveys tell us. Comfortable? Well, 
are you?’ 

Your comfort depends on what kind of upholstered furniture you 
own, Does your favorite chair have a spring that definitely prods? 
Does the exposed wood look as if it had been used for sharpening 
axes? Did you ever wish you could oil a creaking chair joint? If se, 
it’s probable that your furniture is old enough to receive flattering 
proposals from a museum, or that you didn’t spend your upholstered 
furniture dollar wisely in the first plac e. 

Let’s assume that, for whatever reason, you’re not satisfied with 
your present upholstered pieces and are en route to a furniture store 
to replace them. You know your own mind when it comes to style, 
color, design, and fabric. But what about the insides, the “works” ? If 
a fellow buys a new car he can always look under the hood and say, 


“Hmmm, what a nice, clean motor,” and be satisfied that he’s made a 


sufficient inspection. But there’s no hood to lift on a sofa, and the 
ticket under the cushions merely says “guaranteed 50/50 cotton 
which is certainly foreign language to most of us 

What should we look for to be sure of sound, durable construction 
to satisfy ourselves that we're getting our moneys worth? Lnfor 
tunately, upholstered furniture is all covered up, so we have to rely 
on the furniture salesman to tell us what we want to know, and we 
have to know the right questions to ask him. We'll get to those ques 
tions in a moment, but first it might be profitable to point out that 
with upholstered furniture—as with everything else—you get what 
you pay for. In terms of construction there’s no such thing as a bat 
gain, although there are good buys. 

First of all, let’s ask the salesman whether the frame under all that 
covering is made of hard wood or soft. Oak, ash, maple, magnolia 
and mahogany are sturdy hardwoods that come from trees whic h lose 
their leaves every year. Softwood, generally speaking, comes from 
trees such as the firs, which never lose their leaves 

It’s important to know whether a piece is of softwood or hardwood 
construction because, for one thing, softwood is not as durable as 


hardwood. It is more easily broken in transit and under careless 








handling at home. It does not usually hold a glue joint as well as 
hardwood. Softwood will dent more easily when accidentally kicked 
or banged. Obviously, then, hardwood is preferable. All the better 
grades of upholstered furniture use hardwood exclusively

Unfortunately, hardwood construction is the more expensive. $ 


with less effort on the part of the workman and less wear and tear on 
his tools. Since softwood is also less expensive to begin with, it permits 
a saving of material, tools, and labor which is reflected in the cost of 
softwood furniture. If you are getting a “bargain,” it would be wise 
to ask whether it is in durable hardwood or inexpensive softwood. 
It has been estimated that most of the furniture manufactured in this 
country is of softwood, so you'll want to check and be sure you know 
what you've purchased 

Sometimes your upholstered furniture has exposed-wood arms and 


gs. There is an increasing trend in this direction. Generally, the 





harder the surface is. the better the polish or finish it will take. Soft 
wood doesn’t lend itself well to that fine, smooth finish that is so 


wv “hand-finished.” Sometimes 


proudly noted as “hand-rubbed” 
these ¢ xposed arms and legs are made of hardwood to provide the 
fine finish, while the hidden portions of the frame are of softwood 
to reduce the cost. On some economized pieces the exposed wood is 
painted, in which case it may be softwood instead of hardwood, the 
rain of which will take a clear lacquer finish. It’s the exposed-wood 
urms and legs of softwood that get the battered look so quickly. Just 
dig your fingernail into a softwood pencil sometime and see how 
easily that happens 

It’s interesting to note, too, that some hardwoods have beautiful 
rains and textures while others are sturdy but not very pretty. The 


sak, for instance, takes a long time to grow, has a beautiful grain and 


is relatively expensive Gumwood, which grows qui kly. is not beauti- 
ful to look at but it costs less than oak. The wise manufacturer knows 
how to use these various woods in combinations to produce the best 
furniture. If only a few of the places show exposed wood perhaps 
just the legs—then expensive oak, or ash, or mahogany, or walnut 
is used for those parts. Meanwhile, the equally strong magnolia or 
ilder may he used in the hidden parts of the piece where poor ap- 
pearance isn’t important. The result is a fine hardwood piece of fur- 
niture at a minimum cost 

Better furniture frames also include hardwood dowel joints. Where 
two pieces of the frame meet, holes are drilled in the wood and pegs 
for dowels are fitted into the pieces to hold them firmly, instead of 
the parts being merely nailed together. In addition to these dowels, 
which are tightly fitted and glued, the flat surfaces of the wood joints 
also get a glue treatment. This makes a very solid corner. The final 
touch in good frame making is the addition of a triangualr corner 
block at each angle joint. The block is glued to the wood and secured 
by screws to insure a durable joint that keeps the frame from sway- 
ing. When the salesman can assure you of dowel-glued joints and 
corner blocks, you have something that you can rely on. It’s not likely 
that creaky joints will develop from this construction. 

Now that we have our frame figured out, let’s check the salesman 
on the item next in importance, the back and seat webbing. India jute 
webbing which averages from 74% to 14 pounds for every 36-yard 
roll is best for the seats. For the back, you need only about 5 to 8 


pound webbing. The weight is what deter- [Continued on page 85]

better is cocoa fiber, or sisal, 


which many men know from the 
famous sisal rope. Sisal is pretty 
regularly used in furniture, and 
provides a very satisfactory fill 
ing. Palm fibers are still better, 
but the best fillings are various 
grades of animal hairs. 

If the salesman is still speak 
ing to you, ask now about the in 
sulating pads over the springs 
Nowadays, some of the animal 
hair filling is treated with a rub 
her composition to produce a rub 
berized hair pad over the springs 


which gives great comfort. The 


rubberizing process not enly pro 
vides excellent resilience but binds 


the hairs together and reduces the 





chance of long hairs sticking 
through the upholstery. Horse 
cattle, and hog hair which has 
been thoroughly cleaned, steri 
lized, and treated is used by better 
manufacturers everywhere 

In some furniture, big soft pad- 
of foam rubber are being used 
This is rather costly so manufac 
turers have been slow to adopt it 
for general use. If you are pre 
sented with a “foam rubber” piece 
of furniture, don't jump to the 
conclusion that it is the final an 
swer to your quest for comfort. Be 
sure to ask how much of the piece 
where 


is rubber-padded t is 


padded, and how thick the pad 
ding is 

A major item in upholstered 
furniture, of course, is cotton pad 
ding. There are many grades and 
mixtures of cotton, so you'll al 
ways want to read the government 
label which. by law, must appear 
under the seat. or elsewhere. on 
the piece. The finest upholstering 
cotton is a long staple variety 
which is the most resilient and 
long-wearing and, of course, the 
most expensive. Very few pieces 
boast one hundred per cent long 
staple cotton, as this would make 
them prohibitively expensive. In 
stead, short inexpensive domestic 
grown “linters” are added to make 
1 padding mixture. A too-great 
percentage of linters is undesira 
ble, since they tend to pack down 
A mixture of no more than fifty 
per cent linters makes satisfactory 
padding. Of course, the more long 
staple fibers, the softer and 
longer-lasting the padding will 
be—and the more expensive, too 
If your piece has cushions you'll 
be especially interested in their 
cotton content. You'll also do well 
to know whether the cushion is 
hand-sewed (if it is, you'll hardly 
be able to find the stitches) or ma 
chine-sewed as most are. A hand 
sewed cushion is preferable 

Meanwhile, here's to the well 
padded seat! When you know the 
quality and durability of construc 
tion, frame material, webbing 
springs, filling, spring covering 
and padding of the piece of furni 
ture you're considering, you'll 
have a fair idea of what you're get

N™ that the spring rush of 
| getting the garden under 
way is over, it is time for the odds 
and ends that keep things moving 
according to plan. Though each of 
these details seems unimportant 
in itself, they all add up to a con 
clusive result, like the parts of a 
jigsaw puzzle 

In both vegetable and flower 
gardens weed control has top pri 
ority. Don't wait for the inter 
lopers to grow big enough to be 
pulled by hand; by that time they 
will be handicapping the legiti 
mate inhabitants by their crowd 


ing and consumption of plant food 


in the soil. It takes less time anc 
effort to kill a hundred tiny seed 
ling weeds with a scuffle hoe 
other light tool than it does to pull 
up twenty-five lusty, established 
intruders by hand a fortnight or so 
later. You will be wise to go 
through the garden thoroughly at 
least once a week 

This regular tool-weeding pre 
gram has a sort of double-barreled 
idvantage in that it also loosens 
the upper inch or so of the soil so 
that air and rainfall can enter 
readily and get down to the root 
area where they are needed. Hard 
caked soil is a detriment to any 
garden plant, whether flower or 
vegetable. Heavy rain can quickly 


pack the 


vil too firmly, so be 








ready to sen it up again the day 
after a storm, using one of the 
many types of toothed cultivating 
tools that bite in to a depth of 
two or three inches. Watch out 
though, that you don’t disturb the 
roots of your plants in the process, 
by going too deep or too close 

Many kinds of plants will reach 
at least half their mature size this 
month and unless the soil was very 
rich at the start a little supple 
mentary feeding will be in order 
Any of the standard types of “gen 
eral” garden fertilizer will serve 
and its application is simple: scat 
ter the fertilizer around each plant 
(or in a continuous band on 
each side of the row in the case 


of straight line plantings) and 


scratch it in lightly with a small 
rake or cultivator. Unless rain is 
in the offing to dissolve the chemi 
cals and carry them down to the 
root area, water them in artifi 
cially. Don’t apply too much ferti 
lizer—just enough to color the 
ground surface. And if any of it 
gets on the leaves of the plants 
wash it off immediately 

Another important job is to thin 
out any overcrowded plants, for a 
small number that have room to 
develop normally will give you far 
better final results than three 
times as many jammed together in 


stiff competition for food. water

Finally, fresh planting of such 
vegetable crops as beets, beans 
carrots, and radishes is a timely 
task, wherever there is space for 
them in the garden. Cover the 
seeds a half-inch or so deeper than 
you did early in the season, for the 
sun is stronger now and germina 
tion more rapid. Only by such suc 
cessive sowings, continuing well 
into July, can you keep a flower 
or vegetable garden at its best 
throughout the season

Other 
differences are in the way pre 
miums are paid, and because of 
the various combinations, there 
is a wide range in cost per $1000. 

One of these combination poli 
cies, for example, is the Family 
Income Plan—an arrangement of 
term insurance with, usually. of 
dinary life or limited payment. Its 
purpose is to give larger protec 
tion for today while children are 
young and family needs are 
greatest, without increasing the 
cost proportionately. This plan 
usually provides a monthly in- 
come of $10 per $1000 of insur- 
ance for the early period. and then 
pays the full face amount of the 
policy at the end of the period 
The cost in the earlier period is 
only slightly more than the later 

Some companies have another 
combination policy. made up of 
term insurance automatically con 
verting to ordinary life at the end 
of the term, usually three to five 
years. The cost increases only 
slightly at the time of the change 
over, as the earlier premiums are 
somewhat larger than the usual 
term insurance, though less than 
the full ordinary premium. It does 
enable people with potential in- 
come increases to set up at once a 
somewhat larger permanent in- 
surance program than their pres- 
ent budget would warrant at full 
ordinary premiums. 

To sum up, what kind or kinds 
of life insurance policies you buy 
are a matter of your needs and 
convenience. Basically, all life in 


surance is governed by the mor 


tality tables and costs about the 
same for the same benefits 

Life insurance is not a get-rich 
quick preposition, The only way 
you can make a killing in life in 
surance is by dying—young. If 
you don’t die young, but keep on 
paying your premiums (which, 
after all, does have its consola 
tions), your return in dollars and 


cents may not be any more, or per- 
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haps not quite as much, as if you 
had dey 


ivings bank. However, if you de 


ted the money in a 








posit your money in a bank, you 
have no protection for your family 
in case you die suddenly and. be 
sides, it takes a strong moral 
character to make regular deposits 
in a bank, whereas insurance pre 
miums announce themselves and 
insist on being paid 

When you have some ideas 
about your general plan. you 
should work out the details with 
your life insurance agent. Indeed 
it's even better to consult him 
while arriving at your plan. It's his 
business not only to sell life in 
surance but to service it by show 
ing you how vou can get the most 
out of it—a job his experience and 
training equip him to do. He's the 
man to prescribe for your needs 
expertly

you on, are

Emergency situations; 

Premium arrangements; 

Changes of beneficiaries; 

Forms of benefits—-income. an 

nuities, etc.;

All of these things and many 
others an agent does for you, and 
it’s all covered by your premium 
payments. Here are two instances 
in re family programs: Caroline

YOUR GARDEN 
CALENDAR 


BY CORA A. HARRIS 


NOW IS THE TIME TO: 


Learn the art of watering. If you wait until the sun sets before you 
bring out the hose, you are encouraging diseases: leaves will not 
dry off during the evening hours. A thorough watering should be 
given during early morning hours or at midday. Soak the soil to a 
depth of three to four inches by taking off the nozzle of the hose and 
allowing a tiny stream to flow at the base of plants or in the border 
of the garden. Or use some of the new watering devices, such as soil 
soakers, water wands, soil irrigators, and the host of sprinklers for 
different stages of growth. 

Learn to understand the “feel” of soil and to determine how dry 
your garden really is by digging down about six inches, or feeling 
the soil several inches below root depth. Some soils are quick-drying, 
while others might hold moisture for longer periods. This is an in- 
dividual problem, but one that should be understood since cultiva 
tion, moisture, and mulches are “musts.” 

Do not water leaves of roses, zinnias, hardy phlox, chrysanthe- 
mums, or other plants subject to mildew. It is not wise to walk 
through plants when dew or rain is on the leaves: diseases can be 
spread in this manner. 

Mulch azaleas, camellias, and gardenias, using three inches of 
peat moss, leaf mold, oak leaves, or pine needles. Roses, too, come in 
for their share of summer mulches, and grass clippings are fre- 
quently used around them. Peat moss helps to prevent black spot. A 
brand new practice is to plant living mulches of portulaca or sweet 
alyssum in the narrow strips where roses are planted. 

Stake plants before they are knocked down by summer storms and 
winds, But stake inconspicuously and use green asparagus tape to 
make the tying less obvious. Set stakes at even heights so the appear- 
ance will be pleasing. 

Set lawn mowers at 14% to 2 inches. Lawns should not be clipped 
too closely because the sun will burn the roots. High setting also dis- 
courages crab grass, which does not like shade. 

Cut off dead flower heads of lilacs, and faded flowers of annuals 


and perennials, for better plants and neater gardens. Place all healthy 


clipped flowers, leaves, and stalks in the compost.

A mong the miracles of the plastic age is that boon 
to homemakers, the liquid, sprayable plastic coat 
ing which preserves surfaces from just about all house- 
hold hazards, be they spilled martinis, smudges of 
jam and jellies, hot plates carelessly set down, or 
spilled perfume or rubbing alcohol These colorless 
plastics come in a pressure container (something like 
an insect-spray “bomb”) and with a little practice on 
a kitchen tray, you can apply them expertly. The plastic 
dries to a glass-like finish on woods, composition, 
metal, paint, or enamel. Use it on table tops, kitchen 
work surfaces, serving trays, and in other places where 
easy cleaning is desirable. Most household substances 
just wipe off it; if they don't, it’s proof against soap 
and water or stronger cleaning agents you may have to 





use. Normally, a single coating should last a year.

| and bright good looks in the home are 
achieved, as often as not, by refurbishing the old, 
instead of replacing with the new. A case in point 
is the painted wall, which profits by proper wash- 
ing seasonally, between painting periods. There are 
a variety of good soapless detergents on the market 
which will turn in an excellent performance, given 
the chance. Main thing to do is to take the word 
of the manufacturer on strength of solution and method 
of procedure. But one tip we haven't seen on the 
directions accompanying any of them is this: Wash 
from the bottom up! The Martin-Senour Company 
had a research job done on wall washing, and found 
that this reversal of the usual procedure will elim- 
inate streaking and discoloring in patches which re- 
sults from the top-to-bottom order of work, and the con- 
sequent drips and rivulets which cause streaking. 
Starting at the baseboard, and using a good natural 
or synthetic sponge, wash a swath between natural 
boundaries—say from one door to another. Rinse 
clean with a wrung-out sponge but don't wipe dry 
with a cloth. Follow the same procedure with another 
swath, just above, and so on to the ceiling 





CLEAN UP YOUR RUGS AND UPHOLSTERY 


R ugs and upholstery looking dingy? Why wouldn't 
they, if they're not as clean as the day you bought them? 
What they need is a shampoo, with a soapless and non- 
alkaline cleaner-and-water solution, and you're the one 
who can give it to them. Here's what you do: First, test 
for washability. Wet an inconspicuous or hidden corner 
of the fabric with water, then let it dry. If that doesn’t 
fade or cause it to run, one of the new foam cleaners 
may safely be used.

cause the honest dealer could not 
be absolutely certain of its author 
ship. Drawings by young living 
artists, on the other hand, can be 
picked up for even less than twenty 
dollars at many art galleries 
Young people are turning to 
drawings today for still another 
reason, Originals, even at fifteen 
dollars, may be beyond their 


means since, admittedly, a single 
drawing is probably inadequate in 
a modest living room. Two or 
three works, grouped, are much 


more interesting. With only ten or 


fifteen dollars to spend, then, 
many persons may once have 
turned to reproductions of oil 
paintings. Such reproductions are 
not without interest and even 
merit. But the best reproduction 
of an oil painting is practically 
never absolutely true in color

We didn’t up 
holster the mattresses, but tucked 
them in snugly with snow-white 
string rugs which could be easily 
and painlessly laundered. Since 
we could buy only one lamp we 
chose one that fitted all require 
ments for direct and _ indirect 
lighting. For our one other light 
we roughed out a rather crude 
base from clay. Then we rested, 


and enjoyed our home.

Q, [haven't had much luck with 

hot milk sponge cakes. Every 
one that I have baked so far seems 
to have a heavy streak on the bot- 
tom. Can you tell the cause of this?

A. The fault you describe is 

usually caused by too little 
beating of egg yolks, or whites, 
or both. Beat the egg yolks until 
they turn a light lemon color. Use 
a pinch of cream of tartar when 
beating the whites, to make them 
more stable. Don't allow the cake 
mixture to stand in cake pans be- 
fore baking. Check your oven tem- 
perature to be sure it does not ex- 
ceed 325 degrees when baking this 


kind of cake. 


Q), Some years ago while travel- 
ing in Mexico I drank a deli- 
cious hot chocolate beverage 
which seemed to be lighter than 
the hot chocolate one is served in 
most places. Do you have any idea 

how this drink was made? 
Mrs. G. L. 


A, A favorite Mexican beverage 

is hot chocolate and coffee 
combined, topped with whipped 
cream. Try meking it with equal 
parts of coffee and chocolate. each 
brewed separately, or combine 1 
part of coffee with 2 parts of 
chocolate. Be sure the coffee is 
freshly brewed. Don’t oversweeten 
the whipped cream 


Q, Would you be good enough to 
. 

send me the recipe for cold 
Vichyssoise soup? 


Mrs. N. M. 


A, Melt 3 tablespoons of butter 

or vegetable fat in a soup pot. 
Add the following vegetables all 
chopped very fine: the white part 
of 4 leeks, 3 medium-size onions, 
and 2 cloves of garlic. Sauté un- 
til onions turn yellow. Add 4 
medium-size potatoes sliced thin 
and 1 quart of chicken broth or 
hot water to which 4 chicken 
bouillon cubes have been added. 
Simmer until potatoes are quite 
soft (about 30 minutes). Add 1 
cup of milk and 1 cup of light 
cream. Bring to a boil. Skim. Sea- 


son with 1 teaspoon of salt—or 
more to taste—and white pepper 
to taste. Remove from fire. Force 
the soup through a food mill or 
fine sieve Cool to room tempera- 
ture. Place in refrigerator to chill 
thoroughly. Stir soup well before 
serving. If it is too thick, add cold 
milk. After soup has been poured 
into cold cups, sprinkle with 
chopped chives. 


Q. Do you have a recipe for 
cheese cake, using cream 
cheese instead of cottage cheese’

A, Crush enough zwieback, on a 
cutting board or between 2 
towels, to make %4 cup of crumbs. 
Crumbs should be fine enough to 
be sifted through a wire strainer 
In a mixing bowl combine the 
crumbs with 2 tablespoons of but 
ter or vegetable fat and 3 table- 
spoons of sugar. Press crumbs on 
the bottom of a 9-inch spring mold 
Preheat oven at 300 degrees. In 

a mixing bowl work 1 pound of 
cream cheese until it is soft. Grad- 
ually add 2/3 cup of sugar, 2 
tablespoons of flour, and 14 tea 
n of salt. Mix well until all in- 
gredients are thoroughly blended. 
Add 4 egg yolks and 1 teaspoon 





of vanilla, continuing to beat until 
light and fluffy. Add 1 cup of light 
or heavy cream gradually, beating 
until smooth. Beat 4 egg whites 
until they are stiff and fold them 
into mixture. Pour batter into pan. 
Bake in a slow oven, 300 degrees, 
for one hour, or until a silver knife 
inserted in center comes out clean. 
Turn off heat and leave in oven for 
one hour. 


Q. How can I mix sour cream 
into sauces or stews so that it 
does not curdle? 


Mrs. W. S. 


A. Sour cream will always curdle 
if brought to a boiling tem- 
perature. It should be added to 
hot mixtures in a double boiler or 
to hot food which has been re- 
moved from the flame. The tem- 
perature of the cooking utensil 
and the ingredients will heat the 
sour cream without curdling it.

A DUCK BEWITCHED 
Roast Duck in Aspic au Cognac- 
No two ways about it, the Long 
Island duckling is a glamour bird. 
When chicken seems dull, duck- 
ling does it. We suggest that you 
roast your duckling in the cool 
of the morning or the night be- 
fore your dinner. Buy a quick- 
frozen eviscerated Long Island 
duckling weighing 3% to 5 
pounds. Package directions are 
reassuringly simple and ever so 
easy. Don't bother about stuff- 
ing, sewing, or trussing. Simply 
remove the giblets and cram into 
the cavity a small orange com- 
plete with peel, an onion stuck 
with 3 or 4 cloves, and a few celery 
tops. These will impart to the duck 
a wondrous savor. To achieve a 
crisp brown skin place under the 
broiler for a very few minutes or 
brush the duck at the end of one 
hour of roasting with 2 table- 
spoons of honey mixed with 1 


teaspoonful of Kitchen Bouquet. 


Now for the fireworks . . . flare 
your bird! Set alight 3 or 4 table- 
spoons of warmed California 
brandy and lave the bird with the 
dancing flame. When cool, cut 
with poultry shears into 8 or 10 
serving pieces. Place in shallow 
serving dish and pour on 2 tins 
of consommé or Madriléne undi 
luted. Place in the refrigerator so 
that the broth will set itself to a 
sparkling aspic
